TO  THE  CHAIEMI'I  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH  COMLOiTTEE. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  this  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December  1966.  The  contents  and  lay-out  are  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  I/67  of  January  196?. 

Great  progress  has  been  made  in  housing.  Eleven  bungalows  especially 
designed  for  the  aged  were  completed  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  and  about 
the  same  time  work  commenced  on  a  novi  estate  of  29  flats  and  houses  on 
Skip ton  Road,  There  now  remains  only  a  small  area  of  land  designated  for 
housing  in  the  Town  Map  allocation  and  this  is  not  ideal  for  building. 

In  this  connection  I  should  like  you  to  think  about  introducing  a  Clean 
Air  programme.  Within  the  next  few  years  all  the  built  up  areas  in  the  Pendle 
Valley  will  be  under  smoke  control,  except  Trav/den,  and  although  we  are  at  the 
moment  a  "white"  area,  I  do  think  we  should  add  our  weight  to  the  elimination 
of  this  nuisance.  It  will  not  be  cheap,  but  the  cost  can  be  spread  over  a 
number  of  years,  so  that  the  younger  inhabitants  who  will  mainly  benefit,  will 
pay  a  proportion.  Only  the  denser  parts  of  the  District  need  to  be  considered 
in  the  first  instance. 

Causes  of  deaths  are  listed  overleaf,  and  your  attention  is  dravm  to  the 
high  proportion  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  -  3  men  out  of  14  (21^).  The  proved 
connection  between  this  and  cigarette  smoking  must  not  be  ignored,  and  whilst 
accepting  that  it  is  an  unusually  determined  person  who  can  give  up  smoking, 
it  is  urged  that  one  should  not  smoke  in  front  of  children,  and  in  particular 
children  should  be  encouraged  not  to  start  the  habit.

Ten  percent  of  waste  water  closets  were  converted  to  fresh  water  closets 
and  almost  the  same  percentage  of  pail  closets  were  eliminated.  Both  are  well 
up,  in  proportion,  on  previous  years,  and  I  am  almost  given  heart  to  think 
that  I  may  live  to  see  them  all  converted.  Progress  has  been  fairly  slow  -

Efforts  were  made  during  the  year  to  acquire  premises  for  use  as  a  Youth 
Club  and  Centre  for  the  Elderly.  Two  properties  were  inspected,  both  of  which 
would  be  suitable  after  some  repairs  and  adaptations.  Unfortunately,  financial 
restrictions  came  into  force  before  anything  definite  was  settled. 

Nevertheless  we  must  not  forget  this  project,  and  perhaps  planning  could 
continue  for  the  time  when  the  economy  does  permit  us  to  cjcteud  our  provisions 
in  this  direction. 

Finally,  I  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  continued  good  work  of  my 
colleague,  Mr,  Short,  and  record  my  appreciation  of  the  interest  and  suppont 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee.

&ENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  ABEA. 

The  main  work  of  the  health  department  concerns  the  control  of 
infectious  diseases  and  the  environment  in  which  we  live  -  a  service  for 
which  the  Council  is  re sponsible o 

The  present  section  of  the  report  relates  to  those  health  services 
which  concern  the  personal  health  and  welfare  of  the  individual  rather  than 
the  population  as  a  whole.  The  majority  of  these  services  are  the  respons¬ 
ibility  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  which  has  delegated  much  of  the 
day-to-day  administration  to  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  (No#6)  on 
which  Trawden  has  a  representative.  Co-ordination  of  the  services  is 
facilitated  by  the  fact  that  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acts  also  as 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  and  School  Medical  Officer, 

National  Health  Service  Act,  1964t  Part  III. 

1,  Care  of  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  and  Young  Children: - 

Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Clinics  -  Bank  House,  Albei*t  Rd,, Colne. 

Child  Welfare  and  Immunisation  -  Church  Hall,  Trawden, 

(alternate  Tuesdays  2  -  4  p.m.) 

Hartley  Hospital,  Colne 

(alternate  Tuesdays  2-  4  p»m.) 

2,  Domiciliary  Midwifery  -  two  midwives  are  resident  in  Colne. 

3*  Health  Visiting  -  from  Dank  House,  Colne, 

4»  Home  Nursing  -  Trawden  is  served  by  a  District  Nurse, 

5»  Home  Help  Seirvice  including  night  service, 

6.  Ambulance  Sei*vice  -  Trawden  is  served  from  Nelson  Ambulance  Stattion, 

All  vehicles  are  under  radio  control, 

7*  Mental  Health  -  care,  supervision  and  aftei^care  of  the  Mentally  Ill, 

A  junior  training  centre  for  mentally  subnormal  children  is  available 
at  Nelson,  and  a  hostel,  v/ith  adjacent  workshop,  has  been  built  at  Colne 
for  the  employment  of  subnormal  adults. 

8,  Prevention  of  Illness  -  care  and  after-care.  This  includes  Health 
Education,  convalescent  care,  prevention  of  Tuberculosis,  Chiropody, 
end  loan  of  nursing  equipment. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948  -  Welfare  Services . 

1,  Homes  for  the  aged  -  there  are  five  homes  in  the  Division  belonging  to 
the  Lancashire  County  Council;  in  addition,  two  private  homes  for  the 
aged,  which  are  registered  and  regularly  inspected, 

2,  Temporary  accommodation  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  for  cases  of 
urgent  need,  such  as  eviction,  fire,  flooding,  etc, 

3«  Handicapped  Persons  -  registers  ore  kept  so  that  all  may  be  aquainted 
with  and  have  the  benefits  of  the  help  available.  This  includes 
occupational  therapy,  holiday  schemes,  and  membership  of  one  of  the 
clubs,  the  nearest  being  at  the  Britich  Legion  Headquarters,  Colne. 

4*  Section  47*  No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year. 


Education  Act,  1944  -  School  Health  Servioe. 

The  School  Nurse  is  also  the  District  Health  Visitor  and  thus 
knows  all  the  children  from  babyhood.  She  and  the  School  Medical  Officer 
visit  the  Trawden  School  regularly.  In  addition  to  the  routine  medical 
and  dental  inspections  of  children,  various  clinics,  some  attended  by 
visiting  spedialists,  are  provided  for  the  correction  and  treatment  of 
certain  defects. 

Hospitals  and  Laboratory. 

Hospital  facilities  for  the  Urban  District  are  provided  by  the 
Burnley  and  District  Hospital  Management  Committee  of  which  I  am  now  a 
member. 


Patients  with  infectious  diseases  who  cannot  be  suitable  oared 
for  at  home  would  go  to  Marsden  Hospital. 

Maternity  homes  are  available  at  Colne,  Nelson  and  Burnley. 

Pathological  specimens  and  food  samples  are  examined  at'  the 
Victoria  Hospital,  Burnley  and  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Preston. 

INFECTIOUS  DISE/vSES. 

Apart  from  measles,  the  only  disease  notified  was  whooping  cough 
of  which  one  case  occurred.

In  an  area  such  as  Trawden  the  great  majority  of  the  yoxinger 
school  children  v/ill  all  attend  the  school  in  the  town,  and  so  will  not 
come  into  regular  contact  with  infectious  diseases  endemic  in  the  larger 
urban  areas.  But  when  an  infection  is  introduced,  there  will  be  a 
sudden  and  all  embracing  epidemic,  which  only  abates  when  the  supply  of' 
contacts  is  exhausted. 

For  this  reason  we  must  not  relax  our  aim  to  have  every  baby 
protected  from  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  poliomyelitis,  and  tetanus 
(lock-  jaw).  The  young  mothers  of  today  have  never  known  the  tragedies 
of  diphtheria,  and  we  hope  that  our  children  will  not  know  that  of 
poliomyelitis.  The  acceptance  rate  for  smallpox  vaccine  is  particularly 
disappointing. 

Immunisation  is  a  free  service,  available  either  from  the 
family  doctor  or  at  child  welfare  centres.

Dear  Sir, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  10th  Annual  Report,  for  the 
year  ended  31  st  Decemher  1966. 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  continue  to  be  good  and 
have  presented  few  serious  problems  during  the  year.  Minor  complaints 
have  been  fairly  numerous,  but  have  been  resolved  satisfactorily  without 
recourse  to  legal  action. 

The  older  houses  continue  to  be  improved  and  many  are  purchased 
by  people  from  outside  the  area  for  this  purpose.  Standard  Grant 
improvements  have  been  fewer  during  the  year,  but  it  is  an  encouraging  ^ 
fact  that  l6^o  of  all  the  houses  in  the  Urban  District  have  benefitted 
from  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Acts  since  the  scheme  began. 

There  has  been  no  clearance  of  uinfit  properties  during  the  year, 
but  it  is  expected  that  the  Council  will  complete  the  acquisition,  by 
agreement,  of  18  back-to-back  houses  in  Top  Street  and  Mill  Street  early 
in  1967  aJ^d  that  demolition  will  quickly  follow. 

In  conclusion  I  would  express  my  thanks  to  you  for  your  advice 
and  help,  to  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support,  and  to 
my  colleagues  of  the  Council' s  staff  for  their  ready  co-operation.

The  sewers  of  the  District  discharge  into  the  Colne  Corporation 
sewer  at  Cottontree,  via  a  Lea  Recorder,  and  treatment  is  carried  out 
by  Colne  Corporation  under  agreement. 

There  are  approximately  4^  miles  of  sewers  in  the  District. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  serious  pollution  of  the  rivers  and  streams  in  the  District 
occurred  during  the  year.  The  Lancashire  River  Authority  are  notified 
whenever  pollution  is  observed  or  reported. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

71  properties  are  on  the  conservancy  system,  the  majority  of  which 
are  in  outljd-ng  locations.  The  provision  of  a  septic  tank  often  presents 
difficulties  by  reason  of  unsuitable  gradients,  availability  of  land,  and 
facilities  for  the  discharge  of  the  effluent.  However,  enquiries  have 
been  received  and  advice  given  regarding  the  provision  of  septic  tanks 
and  some  progress  has  been  made  in  this  field.  The  Housing  Act,  19^4 
provided  for  an  increase  from  £155  to  £350  in  the  maximum  Standard  G-rant 
available  in  cases  where  septic  tank  drainage  has  to  be  installed. 

There  have  been  more  waste  water  closet  and  pail  closet  conversions 
than  in  1965>  tut  progress  still  remains  rather  slow.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING-. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  fortnightly  from  approx¬ 
imately  900  ashbins,  using  a  2/3  ton  Bedford  side  loader.  Disposal  is  by 
tipping  in  a  disused  quarry  at  Winewall.  A  new  Karrier  Bantam  refuse 
vehicle  was  ordered  in  September  to  replace  the  Bedford,  but  delivery  is 
not  expected  until  the  new  year. 

Once  again  thanks  are  due  to  the  Fire  Service  for  their  co-operation 
in  dealing  with  the  occasional  fires  which  have  occurred  on  the  refuse  tip. 
Sealing  the  tip  face  with  earth  from  time  to  time  has  proved  effective  in 
controlling  the  fire  nuisance. 

The  salvage  of  waste  paper  has  continued  during  the  year  and  162  tons 
v/ere  collected  which  realised  an  income  of  £124  :  15  :  3»  General  scrap  to 
the  value  of  £10  ;  16  :  6  was  also  recovered. 

A  charge  of  2/-  per  bin  is  made  for  the  collection  of  trade  waste. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  bulky  articles,  such  as  unwanted  liimiture, 
is  now  carried  out  free  of  charge. 

When  necessary  the  Council  hire  a  motor  gully  emptier  from  a 
neighbouring  authority  for  the  cleansing  of  road  gullies. 

The  pail  closets  in  the  area,  except  a  number  in  outlying  situations 
are  serviced  weekly  by  private  contractor. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

The  Council  own  and  maintain  two  modem  public  conveniences,  and 
one  public  urinal,  and  these  are  cleansed  weekly.  Public  conveniences, 
utilising  pail  closets, are  also  maintained  at  WyooUer, 

SHOPS  iiND  OFFICES. 

Inspections  have  been  made  of  the  shops  and  offices  in  the  area, 
and  no  legal  action  has  been  necessary.

During  the  year  j.t  has  become  apparent  that  mice  are  gaining  an 
immunity  to  Vrer-farin  and  experiments  using  a  new  poison  known  as  iilplia- 
chloraloce  ha^'e  been  Ccirried  out  with  considerable  success. 


Treatment  of  Sewers  for  Rats. 

Baiting  of  the  sewers  for  rats  was  carried  out  during  the  year, 
using  a  ready-mix  of  Warfarin  *5’  >  pinhead  oatmeal,  castor  sugar, 
technical  white  oil,  and  paranitrophenol.  The  results  indicated  a  very 
minor  infestation  of  the  sewers. 

In  no  case  was  legal  action  found  necessary  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

CIEM  AIR  ACT,  1956. 

No  legal  action  was  necessary  under  the  Cleon  Air  Act,  1956. 

DISINFESTATION o 

Once  again  it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  no  cases  of  serious 
infestation  by  insect  pests  have  occurred  requiring  action  by  the  Local 
Authority.  Advice  and  assistance  has  been  given  when  sought  in  minor 
cases. 


HOUSm-o 


The  housing  conditions  in  the  area  are  generally  good,  and  although 
many  of  the  houses  are  old  and  of  the  terrace  type,  the  majotity  of  these 
are  well  maintained  and  provided  with  amenities  formerly  lacking« 

There  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  Standard  G-rants  approved 
under  the  Housing  Acts  1959  -  19^4,  five  fewer  applications  having  been 
submitted  during  the  year.  However,  it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  since 
the  inception  of  the  Standard  Grant  scheme,  128  applications  have  been 
received  and  Standard  Amenities  provided  in  approximately  16^  of  the  houses 
in  the  Urban  District,
